There is a possibility that the race 
may be held at a later date in some 
other section of the country, and Sa- 
Vannah, Ga., which had already made 
overtures for the event, is regarded by 
automobile racing enthusiasts here as 
likely to ne selected. 

Death Blow to Racing in New York. 

As a result of the decision to aban- 
don the race here, the view was ex- 
pressed tonight that automobile racing 
in this vicinity has received a death 
blow. 

The decision to call off the race was 
reached at a meeting today of the ex- 
ecutive committee of the Motor Cups 
Holding Company with the. entrants.

IN ALL DIOCESES 


Episcopal Deputies in 
Favor of Assistant Bishops 


Suffragan Bishops Don’t Neces- 
sarily Succeed to Bishopric 
When Vacancy Occurs---Pa- 
per by Bishop Brown Barred 
by House of Deputies. 


Cincinnati, Ohio, October 6.—The 
house of deputies of the Protestant 
Episcopal Church of America, in con- 
vention here today, by a vote of 90 to 
22, passed an amendment to the const!- 
tution providing for suffragan bishops 
throughout the diocese of the church. 

The debate brought out the fact that 
the object of the suffragan bishops was 
not only to look after the people of a 
particular nationality or race, but also 
to assist bishops who preside over 
dioceses too large for any one bishop 
to handle with a degree of equity, sev- 
eral of which exist, it was claimed 

Do Not Necess@rily Succeed. 

The amendment stated that these 
suffragan bishops wherever appointed 
do not necessarily succeed to the 
bishopric in the case of the removal 
through any cause of the bishop of that 
diocese. 

The amendment will have to be con- 
curred in by the house’of bishops be- 
fore becoming effective. 

In the house of bishops today the 
amendment making the office of pre- 
siding bishop an elective one: instead 
of automatically reverting to the old- 
est bishop in point of service, was de- 
cisively beaten. 

The house of bishops aiso refused to 
pass an amendment relative to per- 
mission to change the wording of the 
book of common prayer to suit local 
conditions wherever they might exist 
in countries where the book is printed 
in a language other than the English 
language. 

To Change Good Friday Prayer. 

A resolution was introduced into the 
house of deputies to strike out the 
words “Jews, Turks, infidels and 
heretics” from the Good Friday prayer 
and substituting “those who have erred

Former Superintendent of Mili- 
tary Academy Denies Capt. 
Lindsay Was Relieved From

A. L. Mills, brigadier general of the 
‘United States army, commandant of the 
department of the gulf and former 
superintendent of the Military Adade- 
my, takes exception to a reference“in 
a report of the recent “silencing” of an 
officer there by the cadets to Captain 
Julian Lindsey, a former Georgian. 

This report stated that it had been 
ten years since an officer had been 
“silenced,” and that in that case Cap- 
tain Lindsey, the officer against whom 
the cadets had expresséd their dis- 
pleasure, had been relieved from duty 
at the académy when the affair was 
put’ under probe. 

General Mills was superintendent of 
the academy, at that time.. He enters 
emphatic denial of the report that 
Captain Lindsay was relieved from the 
academy as a result of the “silencing” 
incident, stating m a letter to The 
Constitution that he was relieved in 
order that he might report for active 
duty as aide-de-camp to Major Gen- 
eral Chaffee, commanding the United 
States forces in the Pekin relief ex- 
pedition. 

Captain Lindsay is now stationed at 
Fort Myer, Va. 

General Milla’ Letter. 

The letter of General Milis is as 
follows: 

“Editor Constitution: In your issue 
of the 27th ultimo, there is printed a 
dispatch from West Point, N. Y., which 
states, in commenting upon a recent 
display of disrespect by cadets toward 
an officer on duty at the Military 
Academy:

But the Situation in the Prov 
inces Seems to Be Doubtful

Several Fights. 

A second effort of the officers to 
clear the stage resulted in the start- 
ing of several fights. Fists were 
used freely and at 12:25 a. m. half a 
dozen mix-ups were in progress, with 
the chairman unable to secure order or 
entertaining any of the motions being 
yellod from various parts of the hall. 


At 12:30 a. m. a reces of 20 minutes 
was declared by the chairman. Scarcely 
anyone left the hall. The melee was 
at its height and the announcement of 
a recess had little effect upon the 
delegates who were pounding one an- 
other and about he press boxes. The 
newspaper men were driven from their 
section. The officers experienced dif- 
ficulty in separating the combatants 
and reserves were called in. 

Fosse Almost Won. 

The anouncement of the second bal- 
lot, which was taken very slowly, 
under the Australian system of voting, 
showed that Congressman Eugene N. 
Foss still had a lead, notwithstanding 
the suportpers of Charles H. Hamlin hag 
done their best after the first ballot 
to throw their strength to James H. Va- 
hey. 

Vahey gained more than twice as 
many votes as Foss, yet did not se- 
cure enough to get the nomination, 
while Foss was within four votes of 
securing the nomination. 

The vote on the second ballot: Total 
number of votes cast 883; necessary 
for choice, 442. Eugene N. Foss, of 
Boston, 438; James H. Vahey, Water- 
town, 425; Charlies 8. Hamlin, Bos- 
ton, 20. 

As a last resort a confetence of the 
leaders of the convention was calléd 
just before 1 o'clock to attempt to 
agree upon a new candidate for gov-_ 
ernor, 

Quieted Combatants. 

The police and more sober-minded 
delegates succeeded in quieting the 
combatants, who had attempted to 
take possession of the stage, and the 
convention awaited in an orderly 
manner the result of the conference. 
The platform adopted called for the 
removal of the tariff on foodstuffs and 
other necessities of life; a federal in- 
come tax; election of United States 
senators by direct vote; a uniform 
parcels post system throughout the 
nation; the initiative and referendum; 
improved conditions for laboring men; 
opposition to the reelection of Sena- 
tor Henry Cabot Lodge, and economy 
in state expenditures.

Over After Opposing for 30 
Years--- Parents to Be Held 
Responsible for Wrongdoing 
of Their Children. 


Washington, October 6—After op- 
posing for thirty years the efforts of 
American criminologists to induce the 
International Prison Congress to in- 
dorse the principle of the indeterminate 
sentence which underlies the reforma- 
tory system, the European members 
of the congresa today yielded, and res- 
olutions advocating this system were 
adopted. 

The resolutions declared that the in- 
determinate sentence should be ap- 
plied to the mentally and morally de- 
fective, and that it also should be ap- 
plied ‘as an important part of the re- 
formatory system fo criminals, partly 
young delinquents, who require refor- 
mation and whose offenses are due 
mainly to circumstances of an indi- 
vidual character.” - ( 

Conditions Are Named. 

The -introduction of the system, it 
was provided, should be provided on 
the following conditions: 

“That prevailing notions of guilt and 
punishment are incompatible with the 
principle of the indeterminate sen- 
tence; that an individualized treatment 
of the offender be assured; that the 
prison board be so constituted as to 
exclude all outside influences, and to 
consist of a commission made up of 
at least one representative of the 
magistracy, at least one representative 
of the prison administration and at 
least one representative of medical 
science.” 

It was declared to be advisable to 
fix the maximum duration of the sén- 
tence only during such a period as it 
might be necessary because of the 
novelty of the institution and lack of 
experience with it. 

The foreign delegates are said to 
have been won over to the cause of the 
indeterminate sentence by observing 
its Buccessful application during theif 
ten days’ tour of the country prior to 
the meeting of the congress. 

Extension of Probation, 

Other important recommendations 
are: 

The extension of probation with some 


central authority in each country to | 


exercise general supervision over pro- 
bation work. 

The consideration of participation in 
criminal acts or agreements as an ag- 
gravating circumstance and the aug- 
mentation of the power of the courts 
to increase the penalty for such of- 
fenses. : 

Penal procedure. for young . delin- 
linquents ‘different from that applied 
to adults, with especial care for the 
child’s welfare and with a view to 
keeping the child as far removed as 
possible from the atmosphere of a 
court or prison. > 

Reformation treatment combined 
with a systém of liberation and parole 
under suitable guardianship and super- 
vision on advice of a suitable board, 
with special treatment for adolescent 
criminals sufficiently long to permit of 
the full application of all possible 
means of reformation. 

Separate confinement-as far as pos- 
sible for prisoners awaiting trial and 
those serving short sentences. 

Making Parents Responsible. 

Making parents responsible for the 
wrong-doing of their children; com- 
pelling fathers to support their chil- 
dren; allowing children to be taken 
from unfit homes and properly place. 

The congress also recommended treaty 
agreements between all civilized states 
whereby each country should receive 
from the others notice of sentence pro- 
nounced by foreign courts against its 
citizens, such notice to form the basis 
of a special action of forfeiture of 
Status for the courts of the offender’s 
own country.

REPUBLICANS ARE CONFIDENT 
THEY WILL HOLD PORTUGAL 
Ligbon, October 6.—While the city of 
Lisbon is in the hands of the revolu- 
tionists and a republic has been pro- 
claimed wit, Theophile Braga as pro- 
visional president and other prominent 
republicans constituting the ministry, 
there are still many thougands in and 
around the capital who are loyal to 
the monarchy. 
“ The monarchists include a portion of 
the Lisbon troops and troops massed 


Thus far these have refused to ally 
themselves with the revolutionists and 
the provisiona] government is taking 
steps to enforce allegiance. 
Republicans Are Confident. 

The people of Lisbon are ignorant 
of events in the proyinces and there- 
fore it is ndt known whether the 
movement is broad enough to sweep 
the country. Nevertheless, the repub- 
licans are proceeding as though the 
transformation of the monarchy into a 
republic was an accomplished fact, to 
stand for all time. 

For months past preparations have 
been going on for the overthrow of the 
king, and it had been finally arranged 
to raise the cry of revolution on 
Wednesday. It so happened that the 
king was about to take up his resi- 
dence at Gasacos and the warships 
were ordered to proced there. The 
navy, which is the chief support of the 
revolutionists, thereupon decided to aet 
immediately, otherwise that defense 
arm of the country would be able to 
offer no assistance in carrying out the 
plan. 

Arms Were Distributed. 

Monday at midnight the republican 
chiefs, accompanied by numerous par- 
tisans, went to the barracks of the 
Sixteenth regiment of infantry. The 
doors were immediately thrown open 
to the populace and arms were dis- 
tributed to thousands. The barracks 
of the First regifient of artillery were 
next visited and guns dragged forth. 
The revolutionists marched tothe 
highest point in Lisbon, a fine strategi- 
cal position, where artillery was 
mounted, threatening the town. 

The cannonading commenced and the 
whole town trembled to its founda- 
tions. A regiment of municipal caval- 
ry made a brilliant charge in an en- 
deavor to take the insurgents’ en- 
campment, but were met with a terrific 
fire from the artillery. This regiment 
was almost completely annihilated, 
only three men escaping. 

Rebe's Showed Great Courage. 

The revolutionists showed extraordi- 
mary courage and sustained an attack 
on all sides by superior forces for two 
days and nights. On Tuesday the 
Adamastor shelled the Necessidades 
palace and King Manuel and the 
queen mother, Amelie, were forced to 
escape to Cascaes, from which place 
they went to Mafra. 

The same night the Adamastor and 
Rafael! shelled the center of the town, 
doing much execution to the mon- 
archist forces, and. finally the latter, 
tired of the carnage, surrendered. The 
republic was proclaimed inthe after- 
noon and the republican flag hoisted 
on the public edifices. 

The provisiona} government has is- 
sued a communication to the foreign 
powers notifying them of the procla- 
mation of the Portuguese republic. No 
serious obstructions are expected to be 
offered by the provinces to the new 
regime. The government has already 
appointed civil governors for the dif- 
ferent provinces.

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SEWERS MUST BE 48 INCHES: 
COUNCILMEN GiVEN SURPRISE 


The intercepting sewers which are to 
connect the present outfalls of the 
trunk sewers with the disposal plants 
will be 48 and not 36-inch sewers. 

This may not look like news, but it 
is. so newsy that it will surprise 
of the council members, for it even 
surprised some of the members of the 
sewer committee of council and bond 
commission, when it met yesterday 
morning. 

For some time past complaints have 
been made about the proposed inter- 
cepting sewers being too small, a large 
‘mMumber of peopie, including some city 
officials, thinking the sewers would be 
36. inches. 

“When the sewer committee met 
Thursday morning the Lock Joint Pipe 
Company made a proposition to build 
the intercepting sewer to the Proctor 
Creek plant, of reinforced concrete and 
the committee was busy considering 
the bid for a 36-inch sewer, when the 


«ity engineer and Councilman Greer, 


brought out the bond ordinance and 
that document specially states that the 
intercepting sewers must be 48 inches. 


This caused a great deal of surprise 
to many who were present. 

“But why build 48-inch sewers when 
36-inch sewers will do?” queried Alder- 
man Grant. 

“Why;’ was the reply, “because the 
bond ordinance says the sewers must 
be 48 inches and 48 inches they must 
be.’’ 

The difference between a 36-inch and 
a 48-inch sewer will make the cost of 
the Proctor Creek sewen alone about) 
$26,000. 

The committee followed the bond or- 
dinance, a document that cannot be 
violated. 

Th2 Lock Joint Pipe Company agreed 
to furnish to the city the moulds, the 
derricks and all other apparatus neces- 
sary to build what is known as the 
Meriwether reinforced concrete sewers, 
and @ man will be also furnished by the 
company to superintend the work, all 
for 46 cents a- foot. This proposition’ 
was eccepted. The county is to do the 
work with convicts.

The original offense is still hanging 
over Harper's head, and it is now pro- 
posed to take him out of the chain- 
gang; where he is under one life sen- 
tence and try him again. Ifthe ver- 
dict in the second trial is “‘guilty’’ he 
may be sentenced to hang.

In common with other portions of the country, the south has 
proceeded upon the expenditure of its-elemental resources as though 
they were, in actuality, inexhaustible. 

The two-day gathering beginning this morning, and partici- 
pated in by thoughtful and public-spirited southern men and women, 
is an earnest that the south has turned from the old prodigal defi- 
nition; that henceforth a live and vital influence for the orderly 
handling of our assets, and for their preservation to’ the uses of 
posterity, shall enjoin unscientific or wanton exploitation. 

More than any other section of America, the south has an im- 
minent stake in the philosophy and practices of conservation. The 
south is one of the great’ native storehouses of civilization. — Its 
riches run a wonderful range in agriculture, forestry, mining and 
that lavish undeveloped water power that is to animate the unesti- 
mated industries of the future. 

If we are to properly prepare for the destined supremacy that 
awaits this section, it must be through method and cooperation in 
the safeguarding of the resources upon which wealth depends. 

It is to be hoped that sane and effective measures to this end 
will be encouraged by the congress which gets under ’way this 
morning. The principal speaker at the first session is Gifford Pin- 
chot, former chief forester, and the American whose intelligence 
and persistence have been instrumental in rousing the nation to its 
folly and its duty. 

Other speakers of national prominence are to make addresses 
upon various adjuncts of the subject with which they are profes- 
sionally familiar. , 3 : 

It is the new patriotism, the patriotism of a higher type, that 
actuates the southerners gathered today in behalf of the present 
and the future of their section. May their deliberations be of that 
breadth and intuition demanded by the large theme.

THE RESULT OF THE ELECTION. 


As The Constitution had predicted, and in spite of the wild 
alarums sounded for the past few weeks, the organized democrats 
of Georgia have ratified the choice of the primary by a vote of un- 
usually overwhelming proportion. : 

At no stage in the interval between the primary and the election 
did The Constitution entertain fears for the indorsement of the 
party's nominees. 

There was, it is true, a sense of resentment among: many par- 
ticipants in the primary over the ruthless program observed at the 
Atlanta convention. But a pledge is a pledge, under any conditions, 
and the obligation of upholding the fundamental institution of the 
white primary took right-of-way over other considerations. 

From the scare the organized democracy received—verging on 
hysteria in certain quarters—it 1s well to draw various well-defined 
lessons, foremost among which is warning of the surety with which 
political chickens come home to roost. 

Four years ago The Constitution was pleading with all its 
might for such restrictive qualifications around the white primary 
as would minimize the chances. for the very menace that just ended 
with the election of last Wednesday. 

All The Constitution got for its pains was abuse and, vitupera- 
tion, coupled with fervent eulogies. of and encouragement to the 
gifted gentleman who figured most potently in the recent unpleas- 
antness. 

What The Constitution prophesied at that time has come iden- 
tically to pass. The innate loyalty of Georgia democrats 1s all that 
averted what might have been a catastrophe to the organization. 

Another and most important lesson points the wisdom of every 
element of democracy in this state forever steering clear of the 
steam-roller methods practiced in the state convention. With anti- 
Cannonism the vital issue in America today, the employment of 
some Of Cannonism’s choicest devices illy equips democratic Geor- 
gia to aid in the national battle. We believe there will be no re- 
currence of that undesirable peril. 

Meanwhile, we shall get a rest from politics, for a little while at 
least, and the people of Georgia, irrespective of faction, can unite 
in the ypbuilding of the state.

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THE AMENDMENTS RATIFIED. 


It is a matter for state-wide congratulation that the constitu- 
tional amendments submitted at Wednesday's election were over- 
whelmingly ratified. 

Two of the amendments—those referring to compensation for 
superior court judges in Chatham, Fulton and Richmond counties, 
and empowering Augusta to exceed its constitutional limit of bonded 
indebtedness to provide protection against freshets—were of a local 
nature. 

The third amendment, that placing the educational facilities of 
country counties upon a par with the facilities of municipalities, was 
of general importance. 

The overwhelming ratification of that amendment will enable 
every county in Georgia so minded to offer its children educational 
opportunities at its discretion. There will be no more violation of 
the constitution in order to maintain high schools in the country, 
and no more abandoning the country for the city to obtain those 
educational advantages all parents desire for their children. 

A good day’s work was done at the polls when Georgia ratified 
this amendment. Its effect will be widespread and permanent.

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DAN HUGHES PLEADS FOR 
FARM BOOKKEEPING 


Editor Constitution: Your constant 
and untiring efforts in behalf of the 
southern farmer and for the advance- 
ment of southern agriculture will bear 
much fruit in due season. AS a mat- 
ter of fact the results of the agencis 
which you have put in motion are 
already visible, and, as time passes, 
these movements will gather impetus 
until the whole fabric of southern ag- 
riculture is affected. 

You recognize the fact that farm de- 
velopment is a constructive process of 
gigantic proportions and for this rea- 
son you emphasize the importance of 
a proper foundation. Like many other 
students of agricultural economy you 
are inclined to regard diversification 
as the foundation stone of successful 
agriculture, when as a matter of fact 
it is invariab:y a portion of the super- 
structure which is built upon the real 
foundation by a discerning farmer. 
Permit me to stress at this time the 
“mud sill” principle which lies gs0 deep 
under other fundamentals that its ex- 
istence is not often realized and which 
has not yet been accorded its due 
meed of appreciation. 

Quotes Truitt. 

In a recent editorial you quote 
George W. Truitt, of LaGrange, Ga., 
and then say, “He spoke in thts opti- 
mistic vein for the reason that his 
observation leads him to believe that 
the farmers of Georgia and the other 
southeastern states turn increasingly 
to diversification.”” You further say, 
“The Constitution has always insisted 
that once the farmers of this and oth- 
er southern states raise all their food 
products at home and rely upon cot- 
ton simply as a source of needed cash 
the section will have raised around it- 
self a Chinese wall against financial] 
panics and stringencies.”’ You quote 
Mr. Truitt because he is a successful 
farmer and because his success is at- 
tributable to diversification. 

Let us consider, for a moment, this 
proposition. The Truitt fanm is, I am 
sure, a real business enterprise where 
diversification ts practiced because it 
is profitable and not because some 
authority has assured him that it is 
not good form to keep his corncrib, 
smokehouse and haystack in the west 
while’ growing cotton in Georgia. 
There -is nothing sentimental about it; 
he diversifies his crops because he has 
found it to be profitable to himself 
as an individual farmer, and where he 
differs from the majority of his fel- 
lows is in really knowing which plan 
is the more profitable. He has merely 
built upon the “Mud Sill” of accurate 
knowledge regarding crop costs on the 
individual farm, and is applying com- 
mercial principles to. agriculture, prac- 
ticing business methods in the fields. 
A complete analysis of the Truitt farm 
would undoubtedly show that his land, 


labor, teams and tools are used in the| 


most economical and at the same time 
the most productive ways just as the 
manager of a manufacturing plant, 
experienced and competent, handles 
his men and machines to attain simi- 
lar results. 

Business Methods. 

It is my earnest contention that Mr. 
Truitt, or anyone else who makes a 
signal success of farming, does so by 
applying business methods to the farm, 
and that his system of crops, diversifi- 
cation in his case, is the result of the 
application of business principles, the 
plain comparison of crop costs, the in- 
evitable selection of the most profit- 
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ly as the big farmer of Troup county. 
At present our average friend is giv- 
ing a fair imitation of a child playing 
Blind Man's Buff, chasing something 
all over the place without definite 
knowledge concerning its exact loca- 
tion or the easiest way to get hold 
of it. 

The farmer is just a human being, 
nothing more nor less, and he, like all 
other men, wants the most returns for 
his jabor and pains. He has been do- 
ing, and will continue to do, those 
things which appear to him to give the 
best money returns, regardless of the 
gratuitous advice of scientists, schools 
and periodicals. The entire “Show 
Me” generation is not resident in Mis- 
souri by any means, and if the: aver- 
age farmer firmly believes that “all 
cotton’’ makes him more money, just 
about every acre is going to be put in 
cotton. Show this man that the cheap- 
est and therefore the most profitable 
Way to grow cotton is through diversi- 
fication and he will diversify his crops, 
but not before. 

In every other line of business save 
farming the report of the book- 
keeper at the close of the year deter- 
mines the future policy of the concern. 
The accountant’s announcement is the 
final and authoritative word in the 
game of dollar ,;unting in the commer- 
cial world, but the farm, which is both 
a factory and a store, and the farmer, 
who is at the same time a manufac- 
turer and a merchant, have been try- 
ing to get along without the least 
semblance of written business records. 
As a consequence farming has become 
an inexact and careless way of ekeing 
Out @n existence wherein farmers gam- 
ble with circumstances, with livelihood 
as the stake, and ignorance and weath- 


er as the blue chips. 
Wants a Campaign. 


Let us start here in Georgia a cam- 
paign to arouse our farmers to a@ real- 
ization of the importance of business 
principles onthe farm, andthe cardinal 
principle of all business is the exact 
knowledge of the cost of doing it. This 
need’not be a campaign urging diversi- 
fication, stock growing, dairying or 
trucking because the necessary moadifi- 
cation will differ with the individual 
farm. Our campaign should be con- 
fined strictly to the encouragement 
of bookkeeping on the farm, the re- 
cording and comparison of crop costs, 
the selection of the profitable crop, 
fertilizer or implement and the aban- 
donment of the unremunerative fac- 
tors. Then diversification will  be- 
come the inevitable result because the 
individual farmer will’ know what he 
is doing and the day of guesswork will 
be over. 

If the farmers of Georgia will work 
and reason along these lines it will 
not be long before every desire of the 
most optimistic advocate of the state 
is supplied. What we really want is 
that every farm shall yield a profit, 
and it is a@ matter of supreme indif- 
ference whether this profit come from 
hay or hogs, corn or cows, peaches or 
peas, watermelons or wheat. The re- 
sult is the thing we are after, and it 
alone can bring about greatly im- 
proved rural conditions. 

Our State College of Agriculture can 
do no better thing than work out a 
system of crop-cost accounting appli- 
cable to the tndividual farm and then 
send out instructors competent toe 
teach it to farm boys and girls, wives 
and mothers, even if the farmer him- 
self is not in position to take ag- 
vantage of it. Our various commer- 
cial enterprises ,ave systems of book- 


keeping upon which they are absolute- . 


ly dependent and many of our bogs 
and girls go to business colleges to 
learn them to equip themselves for a 
business career.

FINLEY PLEADS 
FORCOOD ROADS 


Better Highways Mean 
More Men on Farm. 


Monetary Value of Improved 
Roads Stressed by President 
of the Southern Railway, Ad- 
dressing Appalachian Roads‘ 
Congress. 


Knoxville, Tenn., October 6.—The 
Southern Appalachian Good Roads con- 
vention closed its second annual con- 
vention this afternoon, leaving’ the 
Place of meeting for next year in the 
hands of the executive committee to 
decide. 

The principal address of the day 
was made by President W. W. Finley, 
of the Southern railway, who spoke 
of improved highways and the en- 
largement of opportunities which came 
to those contiguous to good roads. He 
expressed the opinion that the great- 
est result of road improvement would 
be an increase of the ‘“back-to-the- 
farm” movement. 

‘Good roads, he said, contribute 
the attractiveness of country 
greatly enlarging the farmers’ social 
circle, facilitating attendance upon 
church services and making it possi- 
ble to more regularly attend school 
during bad weather. 

Monetary Value of Good Roads. 

Improved roads made possibie the 
consolidation of country schools, so 
as to give the children the benefits of 
a graded system. The monetary value 
of good roads, he said, had been sum- 
marized as follows: 

“First, a reduction incost of hauling; 
second, an increase in value of land 
within its zone of influence: third, in- 
crease in productive area through the 
making of uncultivated land accessi- 
ble; fourth, the substitution of more 
profitable crops for the less profitable 
crops; fifth, the ability of the pro- 
ducer to market his products at a time 
when prices are most favorable in- 
stead of marketing the products when 
the roads permit. 

“The fundamental suggestion I have 
to make,” he said, in conclusion, “is 
that he should apply the principles of 
conservation to our road building pol- 
icy. We should conserve our energies 
and our financial resources and adopt 
policies as witiil eliminate waste 
of either or both, as far as possible.”

M. V. Richards, of the land and in- 
dustrial department of the Southern 
railway: M. O. Eldridge, government 
good roads expert. and W. J. Craig, of 
the Atlantic Coast Line.

Never Consent to Having a 
Crematory Placed in a Resi- 
dence Section--He Talks o 
Winn Meetings. | 


To a crowd of between six hundred 
and seven hundred people James G. 
Woodward, candidate for mayor, made 
an address at the courthouse last night 
on the issues of the campaign. 

That the crowd was with the speaker 
was evident by the freqwent bursts of 
applause. 

The meeting was presided over by 
J. D. Stevens, who introduced the two 
speakers of the evening, Colonel John 
F. Methvin and Mr. Wogdward. 

The courthouse was crowded so that 
nearly half the audience was standing. 
A brass band was on hand to give 
music. The crowd “was very enthusi- 
astic, and interrupted the speakers a 
number of times with questions. 

Methvin Reviews Campaign. 

Colonel -Methvin spoke for about 
twenty minutes, ang he reviewed the 
campaign and said that Mr. Woodward 
was the man for mayor, because h2 
could not be controlled by the small 
faction which had put Mr. Winn in the 
race. He spoke of the men in “autos 
who shirked the payment of their taxes 
by low assessments on central] prop- 
erty, while home owners paid high 
taxes while making their bread in the 
sweat of their brows.” He referred to 
the bond issue, and said that the home- 
owners of the city would have to bear 
the cost. He spoke of what Mr. Wood- 
ward had done for Atlanta, and said 
he was the best mayor the city ever 
had, and the reason the few select 
money men did not want him was be- 
cause they. could not control him, 

Mr. Woodward Speaks. 

Mr. Woodward was introduced, andi 

amidst much applause. 


Mr. Woodward said in substance: 

“We are facing a new order of 
things. Wealth and selfish interests 
are trying to secure control of the city 
government, and the people are now} 
confronted with the question, Shall dol- | 
lars and cents control the people? What 
Atlanta needed was equal taxation by 
making the valuable central property 
pay its equal share of taxation. Mr. 
Winn and I are gooqd friends, and I 
haven’t a word to say against his good 
character, but he has been put out as 
a candidate by eight or ten men who 
will control him if he is elected mayor, 
That crowd of eight manipulators 
hunted for a candidate. They tried 
Grant, and then Peters and landed on 
Winn. They turned down two good 
men, Quillian and Pomeroy. Mr. Quil- 
lian wanted the office, and yet his 
friend, Mr. Winn, allowed him to De 
sacrificed. They say that I am beat. 
and yet they organize a lot of commit- 
tees composed mainly of the same lot 
of men; they raise a lot of money-- 
money to burn, one of them said, and 
the finance committee meets each day 
in the office of John E. Murphy; they 
have rented a large hall of many 
rooms, and have employed a host of 
people to carry on the work. And 
why? Mr. Winn says he is unpledged 
and untrammelled, but he is not, for 
he will be controlled by the money in- 
terests which have put him in the race. 
Rube Arnold says I am always run- 
ning for office. What on earth has the 
Arnold and Broyles crowd been doing? 
I see a few Winn buttons on the 
street, and they are mostly worn Dy 
ward heelers and the money men be- 
hind Mr. Winn. Mr. Maddox has said 
that his election cost him $27,000. Do 
they now want to pollute the ballot by 
buying the eleotion, and will the peo- 
ple of this great city be bought like 
sheep? Two years ago I was beat by 
blue ballots and negroes. What has 
the present administration done except 
to pay out thousands of dollars to in- 
spect wood blocks and pumps? It has 
also paid out many dollars for junket- 
ting trips. What has Mr. Winn ever 
done as a public official? He is now 
holding two public offices. Why does 
he not let go of one of the teats be- 
fore he tries to met another? Mr. Winn 
was instrumental in trying to get a 
crematory in the third ward among 
the homes of our people. I shall névar 
consent to any crematory being placed 
in a residence section. The lot for the 
crematory was to be bought for $3,000, 
and yet the city would have beer 
charged for the lot by Mr. Winn’s son, 
and Mr. Winn drew up the contract.” 

About Raising Money. 

Mr. Woodward asked the question 
how Mr. Winn proposed to raise the 
money to run the city governnient un- 
der increased expenses if he did noi 
raise the tax rate as proposed by Al- 
derman Grant. He said that the only 
way to avoid doing this was to raise 
the assessment on central property, and 
Mr. Winn would not.do that, controlled 
as he would be. 

He presented figures to show that 
central property owned by Grant was 
assessed far below its real value. 

He said that the Winn ward meet- 
ings had all been misrepresented, and 
the most of them had had an attend- 
ance of between ten and fifteen men. 

“These money men of the city want 
to have a mayor they can control,” he 
said in conclusion, so they can get all 
the improvements with the city’s 
money and let the poor people have 
what is left. 

He said the recent bond issue had 
been sold in a bulk, and that the pur- 
chasers had made much money out of 
the transaction. 

What He Had Done. 

In speaking of his administration 
the last time he was mayor Mr. Wood- 
ward read passages from his annual 
address. He showed that when he took 
charge there was a deficit. At the 
close of his administration every dol- 
lar the city owed had been paid and 
there was a balance left over of $26,- 
251.31. 

Mr. Woodward then read from his 
annual address the following to show 
what had been done during his term 
of office: . 

“During the past two years we 
have built.two of the best and most 
modern school houses, in addition to 
adding many additional rooms to 
those already built. We have also 
constructed two new fire engine 
houses, including the one at the cor- 
ner of Washington and East Hunter 
streets, which was paid for by the 
Louisville & Nashville railroad, in ex- 
change for the old and dilapidated 
building at Waverly Place and Wash- 
ington street. In addition io building 
practically the whole of the Edgewood 
avenue and Magnolia street bridges

ENTERS FALL MEET 


Apperson Jack Rabbit to Be 


Seen on Atlanta 


Track, 


W. J. Carter has entered his Apper- 
son Jack Rabbit, champion long dis- 
tance car of the far west, in the Speed- 
way races. 

David Bruce-Brown, America’s most 
famous amateur driver, has promised 
to come to Atlanta and to bring with 
him a 120-horse power Benz. 

C. C. Coddington, of Charlottesville, 
has asked for entry blanks and will 
put his Marquette-Buick in the Atlan- 
ta races of November 3-5. . 

For one day this is pretty good go- 
ing, and prospects for Atlanta’s meet 
continue to brighten materially. 

Owing to the injury to Louis Chev- 
rolet, which put him out of the driv- 
ing game, and because of the uncer- 
tainty about the grand .prize event, 
there is. considerable doubt whether 
the regular Buick racing team will be 
sent to Atlanta or not. No definite an- 
nouncements are expected in regard tu 
this until after the running of the 
grand prize on October 15. But what- 
ever the factory team does, there will 
almost certainly be a Marquette-Buick 
in the race, and a southern-owned 
machine at that. 

The entry of the Buick, however, 
is of secondary importance, compared 
with the entry of David Bruce-Brown. 
Caleb Bragg, Spencer E. Wishart and 
other young amateur stars all fade 
out and quit glimmering when they 
go into competition with this dashing 
New Yorker. Bruce-Brown has been 
driving racing cars for years, but he 
came into his greatest fame a few 
years ago at Dayton, when he was 
the sensation of a sensational meet. 
He is a man of great size and strength, 
and knows all there is to be Known 
about the driving game. He hasn't 
gone in much for the track racing 
game heretofore, but it will not take 
him long to get the knack of the At- 
lanta track. 

It cannot be told definitely what car 
Bruce-Brown will drive in Atlanta. In 
wiring that he would enter, Manager 
Nye stated that he would ship down 
a 120-horse power Benz. This must 
be the same machine that Hemery 
drove in Savannah in 1908 and that 
Oldfield drove on the Speedway in 
1909. If this is true, then a new 
alignment of cars is likely, for it was 
supposed that Eddie Hearne, the Chi- 
cago driver, would use this machine. 
Evidently Hearne has been successful 
in his attempt to get hold of a Grand 
Prize Benz for the Atlanta meet.

Of hardly less importance than the 
Bruce-Brown entry is the entry of the 
Apperson Jack Rabbit. This car, a 
1910 model, 53-horse power, stock ma- 
chine, has won about every long dis- 
tance race that it has entered in the 
west this year. -It is lightning fast 
and made a mark of 67.39 miles per 
hour in a recent 200-mile race on the 
Cheyenne Speedway. This machine will 
be shipped next Monday from Den- 
ver. Harry Ball will drive it in the 
Atlanta races. He is one of the great- 
est track drivers of the far west.

The 
further effect in New York was bare- 
ly preceptible, if at all.

That and the. similar weekly 
statement of the Bank of France came 
in the list of influences already pass- 
ed. The easing discount rate, on the 
contrary, was of some effect in relax- 
ing the foreign exchange market in 
New York. Another influence in the 
same direction was the settlement of 
the Manchester cotton spinners’ dis- 
pute and the impetus thus given to the 
foreign demand for cotton. 

The immediate condition in the local 
money market is some easier. With 
the passing away of the effects of the 
October money payments the interior 
demands for cash begins to reassert its 
influence. The subtreasury’s absorp- 
tion of funds also goes on, although 
moderated from the demands of last 
week. 

There was renewed attention paid 
to stocks shown as specialties, which 
are often subject to individua] in- 
fluences outside the current of gen- 
eral tendencies in the market. The 
sudden advances here and there in 
such stocks was believed to be caused 
by market pools formed for the pur- 
pose amongst small bodies of opera- 
tors. The recurrence of this move- 
ment overcame, to some extent, the 
heaviness shown at one time during 
the day. Lower prices for copper in 
London did not hurt the copper indus- 
trials in the local market.
